an im m ense crowd Tuesday night at 
tin; crim in al court room of the court 
house on the achievem ents of the ad­ 
m inistration of President Wilson. 
M r. W ilson was introduced to his 
audience, w hich was largely composed 
of the im m ense arm y of workingmen 
of Sedalia, by George If. Sermon, edi­ 
tor of the Dem ocrat, who was chair­ 
man for the evening. 
In the audience 
w ere m any shopmen and representa­ 
tives of other labor organizations, and 
the frequent outbursts 
of 
applause 
dem onstrated cle arly a strong senti­ 
ment in favor of the fiat ion’s great 
leader and the p arty which he is lead­ 
ing to ultim ate success in the Novem ­ 
ber election. 
Mr. W ilso n in his address said, in 
p a r t: 
‘‘I know of no more pathetic spec­ 
tacle in politics than the manner in 
w hich the republican 
candidate 
for 
president has been meandering about 
the country looking for an issue and 
unable lo find one.” 
M r. W ilso n then reviewed the Adam 
son law' a le n g t h and told how labor 
should stand united for the re-election 
oi President W ilson. 
“ Hughes has criticised the present 
adm inistration in all its phases from 
a declaration of opposition to its for­ 
eign policy to an expression of horror 
that

cr parlies. 
In speaking of politicu 
parties we intend only the party ab­ 
used as an in stru m en t of governnic nt 
that is, through which good people art 
iftilialed together, following a fte r otic 
leadership or a n o th er in w hatever di 
coction those leaders m ay lead, ae 
m r ding to their bent of mind. 
There 
ire likewise two leaderships in the 
t>emoeratio party. 
Charles F. Mur 
phy of T am m any Hall and o thers rep 
resent the sam e interests in the Hem 
a r a l i e party as do those first named 
in the Republican party, while Prest 
lent Wilson ami those who co-operate 
with him represent tie* Progressive 
view. At the m om ent, however, it a p ­ 
pears th a t the old reactionary crowd 
is in control of the Republican party 
and dictates its policies and affairs 
while Mr. Wilson and those who ad­ 
here to his views dont in ate the Demo 
era tic party; th a t is to say the pro 
rressive element of the Democratic 
oarty is clearly in the ascendancy and 
breeds the course of th e party as an 
n stru m e n t of governm ent under the* 
leadership of Mr. Wilson. 
As evi­ 
dence of this it is necessary to do no 
more than cite the progressive legi.s 
'alive accom plishm ents of Democracy 
m der Mr. Wilson’s leadership. 


One of the leading features of the 
‘regressive platform in 191“ was our 
dank dem anding a revision of the cur 
entry and banking laws so as to intro 
uc*e a decree of elasticity in the m a t­ 
er of our currency.

Having ac­ 
quired this control, they would let it 
nit as they chose. 
It was in their 
Dower to eith er expand on contract 
the currency as they saw* fit and send 
the prices up and down at the expense 
of the whole people. 
It was also with- 
it their power to s ta rt a panic as they 
-aw fit, and, as everyone knows, they 
did start the John Smith panic a t the 
close of the Roosevelt adm inistration 
to crush him and to elim inate him as 
a possible political factor of the fu­ 
ture. 
Th** Progressive party' declared 
gainst the central bank idea advo­ 
cated by Aldrich and the control of 
he currency by the few and in favor 
of the decentralization plan. President 
Wilson took the m a tte r up immedi­ 
ately after his election, and through 
;Tenuous efforts over the unbending 
pnosbion of certain New York finan- 
iei A. who had theretofore enjoyed the 
p e d a l privilege, finally' induced the 
Congress to enact and he signed the 
ch ral reserve law. This, in my judg­

Since it is not possible 
to 
know 
what the fall, winter and spring may 
have in store in the way' of favorable 
or unfavorable weather, every farmer 
should do everything possible to re­ 
duce the chance of chinch bug injuries 
next summer by getting rid of favor­ 
able winter quarters. 
They winter in 
dry, 
protected 
places, 
such 
as 
meadows, pastures and waste lands, 
in woods, neglected fence rows, and 
sim ilar places. 
Very few' winter in 
corn fields or in wheat fields.

killing frosts have come, select a dry 
day when there is not too much wind 
and burn over fields, woods, and other 
favorable winter quarters.

13.—Stringent 
•emulation of the manufacture and sale 
>f pulque, the principal strong drink 
>f Mexico, is ordered by First Chief 
Carranza in a decree which has just 
aeon promulgated. 
The beverage is 
mule from the juice of the maguey 
cactus. 
The new regulations double 
ho tax on tho bringing of pulque into 
owns, and require m anufacturers of 
it to record with proper authorities all 
letails concerning their business. 
The decree provides that no facto 
ries may be established 
more 
than 
forty kilometers from the 
town 
in 
which the product is to be sold. 
This 
s to insure that the pulque arrives 
quickly and in good condition. 
Should the product spoil in process 
of 
ferm entation, 
the 
m anufacturer 
must notify the authorities and es­ 
tablish that it has been thrown out 
or used to make alcohol. 
It is provided that the maguey land? 
also must be used to raise other agri­ 
cultural products as well as maguey. 
Infraction of these regulations will 
ae punished by a fine of ten times the 
im ount of the taxes or the factory 
may bo closed.
